If you get a televised spor- 
ting event where the above 
criteria apply, plus in many 
cases a lack of commitment by 
the performers - then you get 
sub-standard television which 
no-one wants to watch. 

Such was the case in Sydney 
in the recent televised charity 
shield game between Sydney 
City and Marconi. 

Australian soccer cannot 
stand the sort of television 
face portrayed during that 


The commentary, the 
camera work and the editing 
must all be headed to one goal 
- entertainment. 

Players must be made 
aware of their responsibilities. 

They are in an enter- 
tainment industry. 

If we cannot match skills, as 
yet, with what we see on 
soccer fields overseas, at least 
we can match them in com- 
mitment. 

This, far too often, does not 
happen in our games. 

People too seldom leave our 
games with a feeling of ex- 
hilaration 

Spectators too often leave 
our games with a feeling of 
frustration. 

I believe our players have so 
much more to give. 

No amount of editing, smart 
camera shots and con- 
troversial interviews can 
make up for lack of skill plus 
lack of commitment in our 
televised games

previously, or later, one

Adelaide, boom city of the 
early PSL years, would be the 
first to admit that for one 
reason or another its two clubs 
have fallen from grace 

Former champion West Ad- 
elaide and the always talented 
Agelaide City, both under new 
management, would agree 
that they need a drastic 
change of events to get soceer 
back on the rails in Adelaide 
and threaten the top teams 
this year. 

West Adelaide needs to re- 
capture the tremendous com- 
petitiveness that won it the 
championship in 1978. Adel- 
aide City needs enough con- 
sistency that its talented team 
can finish the job it has threat- 
ened to accomplish since PSL 
inception. 

With respect to my good 
friend Cedo Cerkovic, it is 
hard to see anything but anoth- 
er typical year for Footscray.
